President Roosevelt's message to congress 
ou monetary policy lr most comprehensive­ 
ly judged by comparing it with what the 
country wanted to hoar. 
The demand has 
been for a complete statem ent showing ex­ 
pert* aud laymen the adm inistrations In­ 
tention on stabilization. 
Until tho demand 
was satisfied, anything resembling return 
to a normal basis ut doing bush-** was Im­ 
possible. 
Judged by this standard of demand, tho 
President* message I* moderately satisfac­ 
tory. 
It asks congress for legislation fixing 
stabilization of the currency at a point be­ 
tween BO and 60 per cent of the dollar'* 
present value.

BO per cent. The legislation requested would 
set the upper limit at 60 per cent. 
There are three objectives for the admin­ 
istration'* experimental efforts with money. 
The first I* u higher level of commodity 
price*. 
Most of the attempt* to break the 
depression with monetary manipulation have 
been for tho direct purpose of achieving 
this objective, without appreciable success. 
Tho second Is a readjustm ent of the na­ 
tional burden of private aud public debt to 
make It payable in dollars of the same 
vain* a* those in terms of which it wa* 
contracted. 
It is this objective that is con­ 
cerned in all moves toward revaluation of 
the dollar. 
During the depression, the dol­ 
lars purchasing power increased. 
in the 
normal course of events, as tho business 
tempo 
quickened, 
its

would decrease, but Hie administration i* 
unwilling to wait on the normal course of 
events.
